DETECTION OF FIRE-DAMP IN COAL MINES. 
S1n,—I had hoped that “E. D. H.” would have accepted the simile I 
gave; still,as he so much desires it, I made the following experiment, and 
if you will allow me to give the particulars I shall feel obliged. I have a 





small aneroid barometer, made by Messrs. Marratt and Short, of King 
William-street; this instrument gives a distinct indication if it be raised | 
or lowered 6 ft. from a given position. I placed the above-mentioned 
aneroid barometer under a glass bell jar, measuring inside 20 inches high, 
and 10 in. wide, and holding, I believe, about 6 gallons of water; so that 
it reached within about 1 in. of the top. I then introduced a glass tube, 
reaching to the top of the bell jar, and left the whole under atmospheric 
pressure, the bottom of the bell jar being open. I read the barometer, and 
it indicated 29°57 in.; this done, I turned on the gas (that supplied by the 
Imperial Company), which was passed by an India-rubber tube to the 
tube, and by that means accumulated in the bell jar, and by dis- 
placement filled it. When the bell jar was perfectly full of gas I again | 
read the barometer, but failed to detect any altered indication. I could | 
not reasonably expect to see any other result; but I tried the experiment 
just to satisfy “EB. D. H.,” not myself. 
The other part of “ E, D. H.’s” letter requires no reply from me; but | 
I may remark that I have not admitted anything, either unintentionally 








or intentionally; but I stated facts in as clear language as I could use. To | 


these statements I desire to adhere. 

Will you permit me to say that I have completed my waistcoat-pocket 
instrument, and have shown it to many persons, who are greatly interested 
in this matter, and that it answers admirably for small as well as large 
quantities of explosive gas in an atmosphere. Until I can verify this in- 
strument in a mine I prefer not to describe it; but on a future occasion I 
shall gladly give a full description of all my arrangements,

Sin,—I was not aware that Mr. Kendall intended to publish his letter to me of the 
20th inst. till Isaw it in your Journal, I must, therefore,ask you to insert my answer, 
though it will be seen it was not intended for publication, At the same time I wish to 
state the circumstances under which I introduced my Bill, as not only the purport of 
the measure, but my object in bringing it forward, has been the subject of much mis- 
representation. I have more than once stated that [ had repeatedly urged on Sir George 
Grey the propriety of a Bill, founded on the report, being introduced by Government, 
and received for answer that he was anxious first to consult with the Cornish Members, 
whom he asked me also to meet, not, be {t observed, with all the members of the Com- 
mission, and I made for the purpose a useless journey from Scotland, the meeting not 
taking place at that time. In the course of the correspondence with Mr. Kendall, in 
reference to the time which it would sult his conventence to be in town, I mentioned 
that, with a view of facilitating the consideration of the question when we met, I was 
preparing a Bil! founded on the report. Mr. Kendall asked me to let him see it before 
the mecting with Sir G, Grey. I accordingly sent him three coples—one for himself, 
and the others for Mr. St. Aubyn and Mr. Davey, transmitting a fourth to the Home 
Office, What passed subsequently ts detalled in the subjoined letter, which I believe 
to be perfectly correct, though a word here and there may possibly be changed, the 
copy being hastily made, the letter, as I previously stated, not being intended for pub- 
lication, It is scarcely falr to accuse me of a refusal to allow the Bill to be seen, which 
refusal took place only afew minates before the meeting, and related solely to the 
amended Bill, which it would have been useless then to produce, as it was, I knew, 
predetermined by the Cornish Members that the subject of legislation was not tobe en- 
tained this session. KINNAIRD, 


Dean Mr, KEnpDALt, -I do not Ike to stake my memory against yours, and I have 
not your letters with me in London; but I think you asked my leave to show the Bill 
to Mr. Robartes, and I then answered, as you say, that I would send him and you an 
amended copy. Finding, however, that there was no chance of getting the Bill so 
amended from the printer (in fact, I only received the copies two days before the meet- 
ing at the Home Office, and I sent a copy to Sir P. Egerton, asking him to return it to 
me the following day), and that the Members for Cornwall were to oppose the introduc- 
tion of a Bill this session—query ? any session—I wrote to Mr. Robartes to tell him to 
apply to you, to let him look at the Bill you had, which, after al!, in principle was the 
same, Certainly, at the Home Office I refused to let you see my amended Bill, as it 
‘was useless, looking to the fact that you were opposed to all legislation, and, as I told 
you at the meeting, I was glad I had not shown it to you—as thus I alone was respon- 
sible for the Bill. 

Our conversation afterwards was about your health, and “ stone and lime,” with which 
you taunt me, and I was to meet you the following day to discuss the same subject, 
bat certainly not the Bill, as I never dreamt of showing it to you until I had laid it on 
the table of the House. 

What might have happened if we had met “ face to face” it would bo presumptuous 
in me to say; you might have kept me out of the hot-water I have got into in Corn- 
wall, hotter than the water of the United Consols, where I suspect some of your friends 
would like to have me well underground, Of this I am certain, that if I had not mooted 
the question, the report would have remained a dead letter, You will have heard of 
the course I intend to take this ovening in regard to the BIll, so that I hope there may 
be a trace for the present, but if I live the matter shall not rest till something is done 
to put a atop to the wanton destruction of life, which I hold to be totally unnecessary,

Imrrovep Iron Parnt.—The return from lengthened voyages, in some 
cases entirely round the world, of ships which have been coated with the 
improved coating composition, introduced some time since by Messrs, Pea- 
cock and Buchan, has had the effect of causing renewed interest to be 
tiken in the invention. It has beon in general use on all the fron fleets of the Royal 
Mati Companies for many years, on the foreign as well as the home stations; and, al- 
though every new thing that has come out has been most fairly tried by all the compa- 
nies against it, it has hitherto beaten them all ; and in recent trials in the dockyards it 
is found to keep clean several months longer than the preparation hitherto used by the 
Admiralty, and is now beginning to be used by Her Majesty’s ships. All the dockyard 
reports have been {n its favour, and a large supply has just been sent to Devonport Dock- 
yard by Admiralty orders. Messrs. Peacock and Buchan are now also executing an or- 
der for 11 tons for the dept of a large iron steamship company in India, in addition to 
which the Royal National Lifeboat Institution have just ordered 112 of their lifeboats 
and transporting carriages to be again painted with Messrs. Peacock and Buchan’s No. 3 
composition; and it is used exclusively on all the coastguard boats and station houses 
‘of the South Devon district, also on the Revenue cutter, all watermens’ boats, bathing- 
machines, &c., as it stands tho sea alr and salt water so much better than ordinary paint. 
Messrs, Peacock and Buchan have also invented a composition for painting mining ma- 
chinery, railway bridges, houses, &c., ready mixed, of any colour, enabling every man 
to be his own painter. 


New Kinp oF Fur..—A fuel has been invented by Mr. Stoker, com- 
posed of carbon in powder as pure as possible, obtained from the distilla- 
tion of light woods in a close receptacle, of various metallic salts and acids 
acting as the combustible matter, and of different agglomerating bodies 
such as fecula, &c, The whole triturated, mixed, and pressed, forming a paste, which 
may be moulded into cakes, balls, &c., of various sizes, to be afterwards dried. When 
dry this fuel may be lit by a lucifer match; it burns like a piece of tinder, and gives 
out neither smoke, gas, nor flame. The caloric disengaged in the burning of this fuel 
may be from 45° to 720° Fahr., according to the proportion of the different component 

above chted. This fuel (says the inventor) will be found very useful for heating 

-warmers, for urns, dishes, and similar articles, for placing in plumbers’ soldering 

irons, or in irons for pressing linen ; for heating glue in workshops or elsewhere where 
fireplace would be inconvenient or dangerous, and for many other purposes. 

New Gas ror Motive Enotnes.—The Motor Lenoir has achieved 
considerable success, but its application is limited to the supply and cost 
of the gas required to work it, and it is said that an engineer of Lyons, 
M. Million, has hit upon an expedient which is likely to have a great effect 
in extending the use of that or other motors in which power is obtained by the explo- 

of mixed gases. The problem is to find a gaseous mixture which takes fire easily 

and rapidiy, and which can be produced in almost any place at a low cost. This desid- 
eratam is believed to have been discovered in the gases which are given out when steam 
made to coke in a state of , Or, in other words, in a mixture

that when oxide of carbon alone was introduced into a vertical tube, and fired by aspark’| 


from a Ruhmkrff coil introduced at the upper end, a blue flame appeared, and slowly 
traversed the tube until it reached the bottom, and that the intréduction of a small 
quantity of hydrogen accelerated the combustion, and caused the flame to descend with 
greater rapidity. This was illustrated by a tube more then 18 ft. long, Another experi- 
ment showed that when the explosion was caused in aseries of vertical tubes, alternately 
connected together above and below, the flame when ascending traversed the tubes more 
quickly than when descending. The engineers mentioned are now carrying on a series 
of experiments to ascertain the most economical mixtures of these gases with atmos- 
pheric air for motive purposes, and success is considered to be almost certain. It must 
not be forgotten, however, that although the new system may supply a cheaper and 
possibly, more effective motive power, it will have one drawback that does not attach 
to the Lenoir motor, which can be used in workshops and other places where it would 
be impossible or inconvenient to introduce a furnace. As steam will be required to pro- 
duce the gaseous mixture, the new motor will come into direct competition with the 
steam-engine, which the Lenoir motor does not,.--Jonrnal of the Society of Arts. 





COAL PITS IN THE FOREST OF DEAN. 
(Abstract of a Lecture delivered at the Royal School of Mines, Jermyn-street, by 
Prof, W. W. Suytu, F.R.S., &c.] 

The subject of this lecture is to be the Coal Field of the Forest of Dean, 
and in considering it, as on previous occasions, when describing the social 
character and condition of those mining districts of which we have spoken | 
we found it best to confine our attention to limited areas, so in this case 


we choose the Forest of Dean as one out of many similar mining districts, 
to illustrate the character of a large class of our English mining population; 
and we will here also, as before, commence with a description of the district. 
Stretching away from the town of Gloucester, and parallel to the River 
Severn on its northern side, lies the district of the Forest of Dean, the site 
of a once magnificent forest of oaks, known by the name of the Royal 
Forest. ‘The fact of its existence, however, is now almost a matter of his- 
tory, for no longer do but a few scattered specimens of the once noble oaks 
remain to tell the tale of theoldcolony. Still, there the forest was, notori- 
ous, not only for its noble trees, but also, and even as far back as the days 
of the Romans, for containing under its soil quantities of iron ore. Pro- 
bably also at the same early period seams of coal were there worked, but 
the discovery of the deposits of fuel was, as far as we can ascertain, of 
much later date than the discovery and working of the iron ore beds, The 
coal field of the Forest of Dean is bounded on one side by the River Wye, 
on the other by the River Severn, and is limited on its northern side by 
the town of Gloucester. Confined within these boundaries we have a dis- 
trict 8 miles long by 5 miles wide. Now, if we travel all round the cir- 
cumference of this field we shall find at points all the way seams of coal 
protruding to the surface, or, as geologists call it, outeropping; and on 
examining the seams where visible we shall see they are all dipping from 
the edge towards the centre of the district, and on going towards the cen- 
tre we shall fail to find any trace of coal at the surface. Looking at these 
facts, we naturally come to the conclusion, that the coal forms a basin, or 
trough, under the district, and in reality we find the inference correct, 
and that the coal forms a continuous basin, although in parts contorted 
and disturbed. On going into the middle of this basin, and sinking down 
to the surface of the coal, we find that we have before we can reach the 
coal, to pass through a vast quantity of overlying matter, and that the 
depth in section from the surface to the great seam is 1500 yards. Wodo 
not mean to say that there is no coal met with in this section before the 
great seam, for thero are several small seams of no value, but what we 
mean to say is that the great seam, which outcrops all round the cireym- 
ference of the field, is at the centre of the basin 1500 yards from the sur- 
face. As we recede from the centre towards the extremities of the area 
the depth of overbuden diminishes irregularly, but still continuously, till 
the seam bursts through the strata into open daylight. 

The condition of the mines in this coal field was most peculiar in olden 
days: but in the year 1845 a Royal Commission was appointed, and the 
result of their labours was the sweeping away of many laws which 
hampered the success of new mining schemes to work the coal. To un- 
derstand the old condition of things, it must be remembered that in the 
early days of coal mining it was necessary for the Government to bestow 
on the miners certain privileges and immunities to induce them to work 
in the mines. One of the privileges in this coal field was that no man 
could work the mines unless he was a freeman of the district, and to come 
within the pale of this privileged class he must have been born within a 
certain distance of the field, and must have worked in one of the coal mines 
there fur one year and a day, and only those who fulfilled these essential 
qualifications could be registered as free miners, When once registered 
as a free miner, any man had a right on discovering a keenly spot to de- 
posit a claim to the ownership of the spot, and provided it be not already 
tenanted he could commence to work it, and the only law he was com- 
pelled to conform to was that he mast begin operations within a cer- 
tain time after he has lodged the claim. One right, however, the Govern- 
ment retained, and that was for every four men the owners put into the 
mine the Government could put in a fifth man, who laboured for Govern- 
ment. This fifth man had no expense in the sinking of shafts. Now, 
although, of course, the old custom of putting men into the mines is no 
longer retained by Government, yet they still collect a fifth of the produce 
of the mines as royalty, and this old law, like that of the privilege of the 
free miners of the district, still holds good. The royalty in this case re- 
tained by Government is much below the usual royalty paid by miners to 
private owners of coal fields. Of the privileged class of free miners there 
are now in the district of the Forest of Dean 1080, and the total number 
of labourers employed in the mines is about 6800, 

The coal of this district is not the only product to which it owes its great 
notoriety, for it is as important on account of its iron mines as on account 
of its coal mines. If we go back to the early mining history of the Forest 
of Dean we shall seo that in early times the coal was worked only at its 
outcrop, where small pits could be sunk and galleries easily driven. As 
might be expected in such a primitive state, disputes between the miners 
were very frequent, and to settle these they held a parliament among them- 
selves, and, curiously enough, the old walls still exist of their Speech House. 
A common fault in those days was that the men commenced mining too 
close to one another, and so they enacted a law that wherever a miner 
commenced to work no other miner could commence another mine within 
a certain distance. And, again, when a man put ina level noone could go 
to work within so many yards to the rise of his workings, but they might do 
so below him, since working beneath would not affect the drainage of his 
pit. As may beinferred from this, water was one of the greatest difficulties 
the miner had to contend against. The indefiniteness of these early Jaws 
led to great trouble and fierce disputes amongst the miners, and compelled 
the nullification by the Commission of 1845 of many of them. 

Of course, for a long time past it has been quite impossible to work the 
coal field in this primitive fashion, for the cost of getting down to the 
coal requires the outlay of a large capital, and to meet this outlay it has 
become necessary to intlude larger areas than were formerly legal, and 
the tree miners have to combine together to work an area, or, as is more 
commonly the case, now agree to sell their rights to work to capitalists. 
The pumping machinery requisite in this district to work the mines is a 
most serious item in the cost, and, therefore, capital of no small amount 
is required to work the mines. 

The collieries in the Forest of Dean are now as large as any in England, 
and they stand prominent as possessing one or two peculiar features that 
distinguish them from our other collieries. For example, there is no fire- 
damp found in any part of these seams of coal, a fact which can hardly be 
over-estimated in its importance to the miners. Still, whilst from the ab- 
sence of fire-damp there can be no fear of those explosions which kill so 
large a number of our colliers, yet this seeming advantage, on the other 
hand, is to some extent unfortunate, since ventilation, not being essential 
to the safety of the miners, it is often sadly neglected. 

With respect to the working of these collieries, the great danger to the 
miner is from the softness of the overburden of sandstone, and from the 
abundance of those fossil trees in it which grew and flourished coincident 
with the vegetation which forms the deposit of coal, and stand as they 
then stood with their trunks resting on the coal, and their narrow tops 
protruding into the overlying sandstone. As the coal is removed from the 
seam, these trees, losing the prop on which they rested, suddenly slip away 
from their shell, and often kill in their fall the unwary miners. The coal 
is worked in somewhat the following manner:—The seam being nearly 
horizontal, the miner cuts as far into its foundation longitudinally as he 
can reach, and then driving a wedge into the top, he forces the whole 
body of coal down, and as he gradually advances in this way he props up 
the space behind him by strong timbers. 

The average wage of good colliers in these mines is 24s. per week, and 
for under-men 20s. per week. They all labour by piece-work. Colliers 
are all gregarious in their habits, and so stand low in the scale of English 
miners generally, They want especially that independence of thought 
which characterises the miners of the West of England. ‘Their condi

ITS ORIGIN AND PROGRESS, 


In the year 1853, George H. Bissell, of New York, had his attention 
called to an oily fluid which had been discovered by some workmen while 
sinking a well for the purpose of obtaining water, on a small farm net 
what is now known as Oil Creek, in Venango county, Pennsylvania.

Bissell forwarded a sample of the fluid to the late Prof. Silliman, who re- 
ported that it would undoubtedly prove valuable for lubricating, and pos 
sibly for illuminating purposes. Mr. Bissell then purchased the farm on 
which the oil had been discovered, and in 1858 sunk the ‘first oil well, 
The product was limited in quantity, and was not easily disposed of, for 
the process of refining was not well understood, and the oil had # most pent 
trating and unpleasant odour.

VANCOUVER ISLAND, AND BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
In connection with an unknown country or district, nothing is more im- 
t to those intending to pay it a visit, either temporary or for per- 
manent residence, than a reliable history and guide-book; yet, with re- 
to our colonies, it is often by no means an easy task to avoid either 
the exaggerated compilations of the immigration agents of the place, or 
the unfairly prejudiced accounts of those whose interests are connected 
with an adjoining colony. As regards Vancouver Island and British Columbia, the 
amount of reliable information has hitherto been particularly limited, the statements 
that have been received, even relating to the same period, being frequently almost dia- 
metrically to each other; there was, therefore, an ample opening for a compen- 
ious work, explaining the capabilities, commercial, mining, and other of these important 
and comparatively juvenile colonies. In the handsome volume just issued, through 
Messrs. Longman, entitled “ Vancouver Island and British Columbia: their History, 
,and Prospects,” by Mr. Marruew Macrie, F.R.G.S., the subject is treated 
ably and in a most impartial manner, his object being, as he very fairly states, to aid 
fo unravelling the tangled skein of contradictions, and to show that the country is 
neither a perfect Elysiam nor an absolute Sabara, but one which presents a field for the 
tovestment of capital and the application of industry unsurpassed in elements of wealth 
in proportion to area by any part of the empire. He remarks that if one hindrance 
to the rapid advance of these colonies deserves to be specified more than another, it is 
the want of an emigrant route from Canada to the Kocky Mountains. The interoceanic 
railway scheme, so much talked of, is, he thinks, premature, though certain in future 
to be realised, but a wagon road, via Red River and the Saskatchewan, is practi- 
cable in every respect; and itis devoutly to be wished that the noblemen and gentle- 
men of both Houses of Parliament who have recently evinced so deep and intelligent an 
interest in colonising the Great North-West may be induced to bring their influence to 
bear for the accomplishment of the object which {s the most urgent. Could the com- 
paratively inexpensive communication thus sought to be opened simultaneously with 
the proposed telegraph from Red River to British Columbia, especially now that ever- 
strengthening inducements to emigration across the plains are held out by the mines 
east and west of the Rocky Mountains, the settlement of the intervening territory would 

goon follow. 

After a highly interesting chapter, embracing a journal of the “ Voyage Out,” Mr. 
Macfie enters at once upon the th gh id ion of che topography, geology, phy- 
sical geography, and general history of Vancouver Island. The discovery of gold in 
British Columbia in 1858, and its influence on the growth of Victoria, is next referred 
to, aud when the privileges of Victoria as a free port ; and the advantages which its ex- 
istencies gives to both British Columbia and Vancouver have been pointed out, the general 
resources of the islandare described. Amongst these resources the first place is given to 
timber, which is shown to be capable of yielding great profits, whilst coal stands second ; 
the operations of the Vancouver Island Coal, Mining, and Land Company, and of the Hare- 
wood Coal Company, a powerful rival, taking its name from a noble lord, said to be largely 
interested in it, and which has even obtained an Act to construct a railroad through the 
Vancouver Company’s lands, for conveying the produce of the mine to the loading place, 
are in turn referred to. Mr. Macfle remarks that the largest portion of the east side of the 
fsland may be described as a huge coal bed. This mineral has also been found cropping 
eat at various points on the west coast. The official geological map presents a great coal 
district on the mainiand running parallel to that traced on the island, and workable 
seams have been discovered at Burrard Inlet, apd at Langley. A resident for two years 
on the north-west coast of the island reports five seams of varying thickness at Kos- 
keemo, one being 3 ft. 10 in. and another 6 ft.2in. thick. Theentire section of country 
lying between Koskeemo and Fort McNeil, a distance of 16 miles, abounds more or less 
in valuable mineral. At the latter place, which is about 12 miles south of Fort Rupert, 
four good seams are visible. The mine at Fort McNeil has been opened, the first out- 
put consisting of about 50 tons, of very superior quality. 

Copper abounds in the colony, its existence having been accidentally discovered from 
@n assayer observing an Indian with specimens of copper ore inhishand. The lode from 
which they were taken was traced across certain small islands contiguous to Queen 
Charlotte Island, and up to this date probably 10,0007. have been expended in working 
it. It appears that on the Queen Charlotte Island Mining Company’s property eleven 
valuable veins of ore exist, from which quantities of ore have been shipped to England 
and the Eastern States of America. The ore appears to be chiefly sulphide of copper, 
Dut Mr. Macfie has seen excellent specimens of peacock ore, red and black oxides, and 
green carbonates. Magnetic iron ore from the north of the colony, containing 70 per 
cent. of iron and a little copper, was exhibited at the International Exhibition in 
the year 1862, Limestone is everywhere abundant, so is sandstone, which is of ex- 
cellent quality for building purposes. Blue marble is also found on the coast, often 
intersected with veins of white,as much as 9 in. thick ; for this material San Francisco 
offers a good market. Blue clay, for the factare of bricks, tiles, and coarse 
Pottery, is diffused over a portion of the island, often near the surface. With respect 
to gold, the facts are very generally known.

Meetings of Public Gompanies, 


ST. DAVID’S GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the Lon- 
don Tavern, Bishopsgate, on Tuesday, 
Mr. Pearson in the chair. 


The CuarrMay, after the secretary had read the notice convening the 
meeting, said that the shareholders were probably aware as to what had led to the 
meeting being brought together—it was in consequence of a requisition received from 
certain of the shareholders. In moving the resolution which he bad to propose, he would 
refer to two distinct subjects —firstly, the prospects of the mine itself; and, secondly, the 
particular objects of the meeting. It would be remembered that at the meeting in 
October last, it was complained that the company bad been two years in ex’ 
yet nothing bad been done in the way of exploration. The cause of complaint was then 
sought to be removed ; and a series of experiments made by Mr. Arthur Dean upon the 
stuff obtained in the explorations was very encouraging, it being found that the yield 
of gold from the ore varied from 12 or 14 dwts. to 4.0zs. An opportanity was offered 
them for baving 50 tons treated at the adjoining mine, and it was arranged that they 





its being worked. The results achieved by last year’s working operations were encour- 
aging. The company’s mines produced in useful minerals—zine minerals to the extent 
of 2776 tons, and galena and alquifoux to the extent of 4319 tons, making a total of 
7095 tons. The strength of the zinc minerals was 46°49 per cent., and that of the lead 
minerals 80°54 per cent., with about 3 lbs. of silver per ton. The company’s works, 
which received last year improvements and extensions, produced 1102 tons of zinc, 2973 
tons of lead, and rather more than 8 cwts. of silver. The production of metals in 1864 
thus exceeded that of 1863 by 502 tons. 
At St. Dizier the movement of affairs has been rather better of late. Many 
small orders, in connection with which immediate delivery is required, have 
arrived; the collective amount of these orders is not, however, of much real 
importance. Pig for refining has been quoted—to a considerable extent 
nominally—at 4/. 12s. per ton at St. Dizler; mixed pig, half-coke-made, has realised 
31. 16s.; and coke-made,3/. 12s. per ton. Merchants’ iron, first-class, from charcoal- 
made pig, have made 8/. 12s, per ton in warehouse at the works, with a scale of 48. to 
&s. per class; first-class sheets, 92. 8s. to 9/. 16s. per class, with a scale of 12s, to 16s. 
per class; and first-class special irons, 87. 12s. per ton, with a scale of 4s. to 8s. per 
class. Ordinary axles have been quoted 107. 16s, to 11/. per ton. A contract for 500 to 
600 tons of charcoal-made pig is stated to have been concluded at St. Dizier on terms 
which are not precisely known, but appears to be below 4/.

should have first use of the Clogau machinery ; in consequence of this, a parcel of 32 tons 
was picked ready for operation.

Mine SHares not Liante To Seizure or SALE EXCEPT IN THE 
Srannaries Court.—The following is the judgment of the Vice- Warden 
of the Stannaries on a petition to wind-up Wheal Margery Mining Com- 
pany:—This petition has lately been presented to me for hearing by Mr. 
Henry Viner, with a view toa compulsory winding-up of the company. 
If the petition had shown on the face of it a sufficient prima facie ground 
for compelling a dissolution of the company, it would have been my duty to appoint a 
day to hear it; but I am unable to see in itany such ground in the present frame of it. 
It alleges none of the usual tests of insolvency, or of inability, or cessation to carry on 
the works, and seems to be founded only on a dispute between the company and Mr. 
Viner as to a debt alleged to be due to the latter,and a general complaint by him of 
bad management of the mine. I have, therefore, thought fit to make no appointment 
for hearing, and as Mr. Viner seems to have relied on his own erroneous “pinion of the 
extent of my power, and to have been hasty and inadvised in presenting the petition, 
I have directed that, if he thinks proper to withdraw it, the Court fee paid by him shall, 
under the circumstances, be repaid to him on his application to my secretary. It is no 
part of my duty to give Mr. Viner any legal advice on the circumstances of his case as 
detailed in the petition and affidavit. It may, however, be pertinent to make some ob- 
servations suggested by the statement contained in them, and by some facts disclosed 
by him on his oral application tome on Monday last. Mr. Viner complains that his name 
has been removed from the list of adventurers by the purser without his authority, in 
consequence of a sale of his shares to third parties on execution of # fi. fa, out of the 
County Court, such as fi, fa. being issued on a plant at the suit of acreditor of the com- 
pany. If this be a fact, there can be no doubt that such a sale by the bailiff is a mere 
nullity, inasmuch as the shares in a cost-book company are not such goods and chattels 
as are liable to seizure by a sheriff or bailiff under a fi. fa. whether issuing out of a 
superior or an inferior court ; and the sale would not warrant the transfer of the shares 
by the act of the purser without the consent of Viner, and would, moreover, have justi- 
fied a motion in the County Court to set aside such sale. Prodably the judge is not 
aware that sach seizures have, I am informed, been resorted to on several recent occasions. 
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If the above be a true statement of facts, the purser ought to replace Viner on the list of

Mr. Hrwt sald that, looking over the balance-sheets, he found that the balance of profit 
shown last year was 3500/. less than that two years ago. He had understood, too, that 
&@ member of the board was a partner in the firm that was under contract with the com- 
pany for carrying out the shipments, which he (Mr. Hill) considered violated the Arti- 
ticles of Association, which provided that no director should be in any way interested 
in any contract or work done on behalf of the company. He did not for one moment 
question the integrity and honour of the directors, but he did consider they were not 
properly represented in the colony. The accounts were sent home in @ most careless 
manner, and although the directors were altogether powerlesg in that matter, yet the 
shareholders had a most serious ground of complaint against those on the other side. 
Taking all circumstances into consideration, he was strongly of opinion that the share- 
holders should be in possession of much more definite information before they agreed 
to the proposal of the board that the capital of the company should be increased.

Mr. P. Sevsy said that the director who had been referred to, and who was unavold- 
ably absent, had written a letter to the board suggesting the appointment of a com- 
mittee of enquiry. And as far as the whole of the directors were concerned, they would 
cordially welcome a committee of shareholders, because it would materially strengthen 
the hands of the board. He had no doubt that the property would eventuaily prove to 
be very valuable.-—~ Mr. Lovetock (one of the auditors) said that the debentures to 
which Mr. Needham had referred were issued since the accounts were made up.

ket in such way as toinflict most serious losses, or even absolute ruin, upon their an- 
tagonists, the sellers. Much may be said, no doubt, as to the immorality of selling 
shares of which the seller is not possessed, and there can be no doubt that many anew 
company has been di dited, or even pletely strangled in its birth, by operations 
of this nature. But it may be urged with reason on behalf of the sellers that they act 
without unfair concert or combination, and upon a simple mercantile estimate of the 
value of the commodity in which they deal, whereas the buyers in many cases play 
with loaded dice, inasmuch as, being behind the scenes, they possess information which 
is wholly withheld from the sellers. Where, in addition, the buyers have either partial 
or complete contrpl over the allotment, it is evident that they stand at an imiportant 
and very unfair advantage. There have been several cases of late in which combina- 
tions formed to drive up the shares of a new company, and to “corner the bears,” as 
the phrase is, have partaken largely of the nature of aconspiracy. The evil is gradually 
increasing, and has now attained such a height that a remedy is loudly called for.

The usual annual return of all “Exports and Imports of Copper and 

Copper Ore and Regulus, Tin and Tin Ore, Lead and Lead Ore, Spelter, 
and Zine,” for the 12 months to Dec. 31 last, moved for by Mr. Ricuarp 
Davey, M.P., has just been printed, and is, upon the whole, satisfactory, 
as will appear from the subjoined abstract: — 
Coprer.—There were imported into the United Kingdom in the past 
year 67,286 tons of copper ore, against 80,693 tons in 1863; of regulus, 
26,018 tons were imported in 1864, against 21,406 tons in the preceding 
year—Chili furnishing even a larger proportion than before, no less than 
22,659 out of the 26,018 tons being derived from that source; besides the 
ore and regulus, copper unwrought, partly wrought, and manufactured 
copper to the amount of about 26,000 tons. The countries from which 
the copper ores were chiefly imported were—Chili, 20,664 tons; Cuba, 
11,934 tons; United States, 6301 tons; Bolivia, 5537 tons; South Africa, 
4384 tons; Spain, 3772 tons; South Australia, 2710 tons; Portugal, 2506 
tons; while from various other countries less quantities were received. 

The British copper exported in the year amounted to 36,892 tons, of 
which 6011 tons was unwrought (against 12,792 tons in the preceding 
year), 390 tons in coin; 29,515 tons in sheets, nails, yellow metal, &c.; 
38 tons in wire; and 938 tons wrought in various forms. Of the sheets, 
nails, yellow metal, &c., nearly one-half went to India, 13,477 tons going 
to the continental territories, 344 tons to Singapore, and 47 tons to Ceylon. 
Foreign copper was also exported from England in the following quanti- 
ties: —1014 tons of unwrought in bricks and pigs, &c.; 931 tons of bars, 
rods, or ingots; and 12937. worth of copper manufactures and copper plates 
engraved. 

T1n.—The imports of tin during the year ending Dec. 31 amounted to 
4905 tons of metal and 529 tons of tin ore and regalus, 

The exports of tin from the United Kingdom in the past year amounted 
to 4457 tons of British, and 1396 tons of foreign—there was no tin ore, or 
regulus of tin, exported. France was, as usual, our best customer, taking 
nearly one-third of the entire quantity, 

Zinc.—Of zinc, or spelter, 31,281 tons were imported in the year, as 
weillas 2621 tons of ore of zinc, and 1267 tons of zinc oxide. The exports 
amounted to 5188 tons of British zinc, 3425 tons of foreign, 111 tons of 
British zinc ore, and 59 tons of foreign oxide. 

Leav.—The pig and sheet-lead imported last year amounted to 30,616, 
tons, the lead ore to 8015 tons, the red lead to 8 tons, and the white lead 
to 64 tons. Most of the sheet and pig lead came from Spain, Newcastle, 
and London, being the principal ports to which it was brought. The 
greater portion of the lead ore was ubtained from Italy, whence about one- 
half of the entire quantity was received. 

The exports of lead amounted to 174 tons of lead ore; 27,868 tons of 
pig ; 4103 tons of rolled and sheet; 1610 tons of piping; 2186 tons of 
shot; 552 tons of litharge; 2874 tons of red lead, and 3023 tons of while 
tead. The United States were our best customers for lead, taking 11,786 
tons; whilst China, our next best, took only 7624 tons; France, which 
stands third, took 3310 tons, and the remainder went in small quantities 
to other countries, 








THE COAL AND IRON INDUSTRY OF THE UNITED 
KINGDOM.—No, IL 

Overlying, on the east, the old slate rocks of the Principality, from a 
few miles north of the Severn to the Dee, and skirting them, on the north- 
east, along the shores of the estuary of the Dee to near Prestatyn, the 
Coal Measures forming the Nortn Wares Coat Fiexp show a total 

length of about 35 miles, with an average width of perhaps four miles, 
This carboniferous belt naturally forms itself into three divisions—1. The 
Northern Division, or Flintshire Coal Field, which, commencing iin the 
narrow band (scarcely ever exceeding a mile in width) that skirts the Dee 


estuary for about eight miles from Llanasa to Bagillt, begins to widen ont 
towards Flint, until it attains its maximum width of upwards of six miles 
between Mold and Hawarden; after which it again contracts to its outcrop, 
with the upthrow of the measures by the great Denbighshire fault.—2. This 
fault, which strikes about E. 35° N. (true), and approximately coincides 
with the boundary of the counties of Flint and Denbigh, forms the natural 
bonndary of the Central Division, or Denbighshire Coal Field, the mea- 
sures of which abut up against it on the north, south of which they extend 
for a length of 11 or 12 miles, with an average width of about 4 miles, by 
Wrexham and Ruabon, to the River Dee at the entrance of the Vale of 
Llangollen, where another great east and west fault (coursing E. 10° S.) 
shifts the measures and forms the natural southern boundary of the Den- 
bighshire field.—3, South of this fault, in the parish of Chirk in Denbigh- 
shire and in the north-west corner of Shropshire, lies the Southern Division 
of the North Wales Coal Field, the measures of which narrow and thin out 
under the overlying red sandstones a little south of Oswestry. 

Of these three Divisions the Central, or Denbighshire field, is econo- 
mically the most important, and the Southern Division the least so—the 
latter indeed only containing two collieries of any importance, Black Park 
and Bryn-kinallt, The discovery, within the last few years, of a very su- 
perior curly Cannel at Leeswood, has given a considerable new impetus to 
the southern portion of the Flintshire field; and, northward, large schemes 
of working under the estuary of the Dee, towards the peninsula of Wirral, 
are talked of. 

The Densicusurre Coal Field and Iron District, extending, as I have 
stated, south from the Denbighshire fault, at the northern boundary of the 
county for about 11 miles, to the Llangollen fault (coursing E. 10° S. 
with the River Dee, near the Pontcysyllte Canal aqueduct and the Great 
Western Railway viaduct), may be conveniently divided into two districts 
—the Northern, or Wrexham district, and the Southern, or Ruabon dis- 
trict—which are, de facto, separated from each other by upwards of two 
miles of unwrought ground, and geologically by the Great Minera faults. 
The length of the Wrexham district from north to south—that is, from 
the parallel of the Hope Colliery (abutting on the Denbighshire fault) to 
that of the Talwrn, or Coedpoeth Colliery (which is the most southern 
working of the Wrexham district)—is nearly 45 miles, From the parallel 
of Coedpoeth, which would be nearly 4 mile north of the parallel of Wrex- 
ham, the coal field is wholly unwrought (with the exception of some an- 
cient workings about Bersham, on the outcrop of the seams), until we get 
as far south as the Bryn-yr-Owen Colliery, which is the most northern 
working of the Ruabon district—a distance, as I have stated, of upwards 
of two miles. From the parallel of Bryn-yr-Owen, to that of the old 
abandoned Dolydd pit, on the north bank of the Dee, which may be taken 
as the most southern point of working in the Ruabon district, we have an- 
other stretch, from north to south, of nearly 44 miles. From this it will 
be seen that the Wrexham and Ruabon districts are each worked (more or 
less) over a tract about 4} miles long from north to south. Asstated, the 
width of the Coal Measures in these districts averages about four miles, all 
dipping regularly east; but the principal workings are (as yet, at least) 
confined to the middle of this zone, inasmuch as the Lower (western) 
measures, lying immediately on the Millstone Grit, although highly pro- 
duetive in iron-bands, only produce thin seams of coal, and the eastern 
workings, to the deep of the best seams, being as yet in their infancy. 

The Minera faults, which form the geological boundary between the 
northern and southern districts of the Denbighshire Coal Field, have, pro- 
bably, an average strike of E. 35° S. (true), thus forming an angle of 
about 70° with the Denbighshire fault. As the ground they pass through 
is as yet unexplored, our knowledge respecting them is necessarily speca- 
lative, and is principally derived from what has been seen of them in the 
Minera Mines to the west, where they form rich lead veins. The shift of 
the main vein in these mines is upwards of 160 yards downthrow to the 
north, and the other veins, also, probably shift the measures in the same 
sense. There is reason to believe, however—partly from analogy and 
partly from some observed facts—that going eastward the veins will radiate 
so as to form several (comparatively) minor faults. But, however these 
faults may affect a portion of the unwrought ground between the Wrex- 
ham and Ruabon districts, there can be no doubt that in this two miles of 
ground a considerable change takes place in the character of the measures. 
Some pérsons profess to have no difficulty in recognising the Coal Measures 
seam for seam in both districts, but others demur to this view, and con- 
sider the coal series of Ruabon and Brymbo to be essentially different. 
As this question involves matters of some economic importance, I shall 
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merely to show that those best acquainted with the districts are not unani - 
mous on the subject. 

Turning to the northern, or Wrexham, district. This district is charac- 
terised by several rather steep valleys excavated in the coal measures. The 
first of these, advancing from the north-east to south-west, is the valley 
of the Alyn, flowing south-east from Caergwrle for a distance of nearly 
three miles to the Great Western Railway, near the eastern limit of the 
coal measures, where it takes a sudden turn to the north-east. This val- 
ley cuts off about 2500 acres of the north-eastern corner of the coal dis- 
trict abutting on the Great Fault. In this tract there is, as yet, but one 
(the Hope) colliery working on the rise of the measures not very far from 
the fault; but the ground to the south-east, forming the Llai Hall estate, 
has recently been let to a Liverpool party. As yet the Hope Colliery has 
been cut off from railway communication, and, consequently, little has 
been done at it; but the new line of railway making from Wrexham to 
Connah’s Quay (which in its course from Caergwrle to Wrexham will 
pass along the south-western slope of the Alyn valley by Gwersyllt Hall) 
will traverse the colliery, and bring its capabilities to the test. 

From the Alyn, towards the south-west, the ground rises gradually for 
about a mile, by Gwercyllt and across the Connah’s Quay line to the 
summit near the eagternmost pits of the Westminster Colliery, after which 
we meet, in quick succession, with the steep and narrow valleys of Moss 
Pool and Brymbo, inhabited by a scattered mining population. The Moss 
valley, which is the narrower of the two, contains the principal pits of the 
Westminster Colliery; further north, the pits of the Bryn Mally Colliery; 
and still further north, near the head of the valley at its janction with the 
Nant-ffrith valley (a valley coinciding in its course with the great Den- 
bighshire fault), the Frood pits and blast-furnaces. On the west side of 
the upper part of the Brymbo valley are the Brymbo blast-furnaces, foun- 
dry, and some of the company’s pits; and a little below these, on the op- 
posite (eastern) side, one of the Westminster pits. Nearly a mile lower 
down, where the valley opens out considerably, we have the Vron Colliery 
on the west, to the south of Brymbo; and the Broughton Colliery on the 
east, to the south of the Westminster Colliery. About half a mile or so 
to the south-west of the Vron Colliery, in the low ground, and on the 
road leading trom Wrexham to Minera, is the Talwrn or Coedpoeth Col- 
liery—the most southern working of this district. West of Brymbo valley 
there is a wide piece of very high ground, on which are the Penrhos Pits of 
the Brymbo Company. This high ground brings us to the valley traversed 
by the road from Caergwrle to Minera, on the west side of which, working 
on a lower seam, supposed by some to represent the Yard Coal of the 
Ruabon district, is the small but fairly prosperous colliery of Pentre Saeson. 
Barring some small trials, and pits abandoned or in abeyance, those in- 
clude the whole of the coal workings in the Wrexham district, with the 
exception of the new Wrexham and Bersham Collieries, whose pits are 
commenced to win the coal far to the deep of any of the present workings. 
The Wrexham Colliery (which is owned by the most influential body of 
capitalists that has yet appeared in this district) is sinking its pits a little 
to the west of the Great Western line, about a mile north of the town of 
Wrexham. This position is on the parallel of the Vron and Broughton 
Collieries, and fully a mile east of the most easternmost pit of the West- 
minster Colliery, whose take it adjoins on the south. The Bersham pits 
(which are also on the west of the Great Western Railway) are, on the 
other hand, two miles south of Wrexham; but as they are considered to 
be north of the Minera faults, they may be considered as belonging to the 
Wrexham district. 

The geognostic conditions attendant on the occurrence of the coal beds 
in this district are decidedly favourable. ‘The average dip east ranges 
from Lin 6 tol in 7; and in the matter of faults—those great enemies 
of coal-mining—Nature has been singularly propitious, ‘Three faults, 
ranging from hulf a mile to nearly a mile apart, successively throw up the 
measures about 250 yards in the aggregate, so that the easternmost pits 
of the Westminster Colliery reach the Main Coal at a not very mach 
greater depth than pits a mile and a half west. In the most eastern 
ground opened, also, the dip of the measures is found to diminish; and in 
the Westminster Colliery the seams have been driven on the downbrow 
from the eastern pits for upwards of 1000 yards to the deep (ander Gwer- 
syllt towards the River Alyn) without any fault worth mentioning having 
been met with. On the other hand, there is certainly one serious disad- 
vantage. ‘Towards the eastern limit of the Coal Measures, where they 
become overlain by Permian strata, and consequently necessarily the site of 
the pits “‘ of the future,” a large district is covered with from 40 to 60 yards 
of superficial drift formed from local debris. The difficulty and expense 
of getting through this drift has recently been amply demonstrated at the 
Wrexham Company’s pits; and it certainly forms a financial obstacle to 
the sinking of new pits on the deep of the coal. 

The staple product of the Wrexham district is steam coal, which finds 
its outlet at Birkenhead. This is principally raised from the Main Coal 
seam, a bed workable for from 6 to 7 feet thick, and yielding an excellent 
second-class steam coal. The Vron Colliery (belonging to Messrs, Maurice 
and Low), the Westminster Colliery (belonging toa company of which Mr. 
Roy, of Chester, is oue of the principal proprietors), the Bryn-Mally Col- 
liery (belonging to Mr. Thomas Clayton), and the Broughton Colliery 
(of which Messrs. Darby, of Brymbo, are the principal proprietors), vend 
almost the whole of the coal sent out of the district. There is no railway 
communication to the Talwrn Colliery, which consequently has only a 
land sale. The Brymbo Company have vended large quantities of their 
Main Coal, but of late, I believe, they have consumed the greater portion 
of their raisings in their own ironworks, while the Foord Company do not 
get coal enough for their furnaces. The Pentre Saeson Colliery, getting 
a superior (house) coal from their lower, and supposed Ruabon Yard Coal, 
seam, are working under rather different conditions to the other collieries 
of the neighbourhood. 

Iron making in the district is confined to the Brymbo Works (of which 
the Messrs. Darby, of Brymbo, and Mr. Roy, of the Westminster Oolliery, 
are the principal proprietors), which has two blast furnaces in, in connec- 
tion with an extensive foundry; and the Frood Works (owned by Messrs. 
Sparrows and Pool), with one furnace in blast, but where great additions 
and improvements have recently been in course of making. There is no 
forge in the district in connection with blast-furnaces, but there are three in- 
dependent ones—one called the South Sea Forge, a little south of Broughton 
Colliery, on the road from Wrexham to Minera; Mr. Beard’s forge, on 
the Alyn, in the Gwersyllt — and another, newly erected, a little to 
the north-west of the pits of the Wrexham Company, 

The two miles of break between the Wrexham and Ruabon districts is 
principally, if not entirely, to be attributed to the unwillingness of Mr. 
Fitahugh, of Plas Power, to grant any portion of his extqnsive estate for 
coal-mining. Great efforts have of late years been made to induce him 
to alter this determination, but without success, There is but little differ- 
ence of opinion, I believe, that this estate is the most valuable single 
mineral property in North Wales. 

In the Ruabon district the ground slopes gradually east from the Mill- 
stone Grit hills that form the high ridge of which Cefn-y-Fedw is the apex, 
by the Lower Coal Measures, which extend up west to the flank of the 
hills, to the undulating country east, formed of the Middle and Upper 
measures. All the principal working collieries of this district—that is, 
all except the new pits to the deep, and some small workings on the Lower 
measures, are on the same meridian, succeeding each other from north to 
south. ‘The first, on the north, is the Bryn-yr-Owen Colliery (owned by 
Messrs. John Taylor and Co.); next comes the ground of the Ruabon 
Coal Company (the principal fy of which were well known for 
their connection with the Great Western Railway); after which we have 
Gardden Lodge Company (now owned principally by a Manchester party). 
South of this succeeds the extensive works of the New British Iron Com- 
pany; below which, extending to the Dee, is the land of the Plas Kynas- 
ton Colliery Company (worked at present by a Manchester party). To 
the west of the Gardden Lodge are the Alfon-Eitha and Wynne Hall 
Collieries, worked by local companies; and to the east is the Kenyon 
Colliery, worked by Messrs. Wright, where a pit is sinking to the deep, 
Upwards of a quarter of a mile to the east of the Great Western line, 
nearly two miles north of Ruabon, and not very far short of a mile to the 
east of their pmegert wee the Ruabon Coal Company are sinking.¢heir new 
deep, or Prince of Wales, pit. About half a mile south-west of ‘Ruabon, 
close by the Great Western line and the wall of Wynnstay Park, arg the 
rather famous new Green pits of the British Iron Company. ‘ 

The geognostic advantages which Nature has conferred on the Wrex- 
ham portion of the Denbigh coal field has not been extended to the Ruabon 
district. Instead of a series of up-throw faults bringing the seams to 
within a convenient distance of the surface by successive steps, oe 
cipal north and south fault of the Ruabon district (the great Cefn t, 
coursing N. 30 E.) has a considerable down-throw to the east/ As 
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seam of first-class house coal,—the well-known Ruabon Yard Coal, which 
waccessfally competes in the London market with the best Wallsends. 
Although the Ruabon district probably possesses in its Three Yard Coal 
the representative of the Main Coal of the Brymbo district, it is found to 
be inferior as a steam coal; so that, taken together with the increased 
distance of the collieries, it is unable to hold its ground in the Birkenhead 
market under ordinary conditions. In all the old pits the Yard Coal is 
becoming very scarce; but in the Green pit of the British Iron Company 
this seam has been won 6 ft. thick. If the coal here should be found to 
be of the same quality as it is to the rise of the fault (which, however, 
seems doubtful) this thickening of such a valuable seam will be very im- 
portant to the district. Inthe Prince of Wales pit it is not expected that 
the Ruabon Company will win the Yard seam much under 600 yards. 

The only important ironworks in the district are those of the New 
British Iron Company, who at their Acrfair Works have three blast- 
furnaces and a forge. A small furnace is also in blast, rented from the 
Plas Kynaston Coal Company by Messrs. Jukes. Among the furnaces 
in abeyance is the old Ponkey furnace, the engines on which belong to 
Messrs. Darby, of Brymbo; and the two Rhos Hall furnaces, about one- 
third built, for the working of which a company has been formed. 





REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


June 1.—The Coal Trade is better at present than it has been even 
during the summer season for a number of years. The demand, indeed, 
is not likely to be much affected by the present summer, as stocks will be 
accumulated at many of the ports in anticipation of the trade for the ensuing 
winter. Should a severe winter occur the demand may be expected to be 
unprecedented. The Tyne Coal Company are now proceeding vigorously 
with their important operations—numbers of men being employed, in- 
cluding masons, smiths, sinkers, &c. The adit drifts for the delivery of 
the water are in pi at Hebburn and Wallsend, and tenders are re- 
quired for fire-bricks for casing those adits, and also for boilers, mason- 
work, &c. The e es required are in course of construction, and one 
of them, it is said; is considerably advanced at the celebrated works of 
Messrs. Murray, at Chester-le-street. The Iron Trade continues good, and prices firm ; 
the makers of pig-iron are well supplied with orders, aud for iron of most kinds the de- 
mand is good. The engine, manufacturers, moulders, and foundries and ironworks ge- 
nerally were never better employed, with an excellent prospect for the year. : 

A great meeting of the members of the North of England Institute of 
Mining Engineers will be held at the rooms of the Institute, in Newcastle, 
on Saturday, The papers open for discussion are—1.

Both papers, it will 
be seen, are of the greatest importance to coalowners and agents, the first being a de- 
scription of the most original and effective coal-cutter yet brought into operation for 
the purpose of superseding hand labour; and the second being of great consequence—it 
is, indeed, one of the much vexed questions of the day in connection with collieries, and 
any scheme which would simplify the question and place it on a just basis, capable of 
being understood, would be a very great boon. We give no opinion as to the merits of 
Mr. Greenwell's scheme for the settlement of the question, but it will, no doubt, be 
thoroughly ventilated, and its discussion may lead to some important conclusion. The 
discussion on the coal-cutting machine is also expected to attract much interest, as it is 
in contemplation to Introduce several uf the machines referred to in this district shortly, 
and at the reading of Mr. Embleton’s paper there was a large attendance of members. 
It is expected that there will be a numerous assembiage at the discusssion also. A 

ting of th bers of the Institute is to be held at Manchester, on July 10 and fol- 
lowing days, which it is confidently expected will be as successful as the former meet- 
ing at Birmingham.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


June 1.—There is no change in the position of the Iron Trade. The 
orders in hand are not of large amount, but generally the works are in 
pretty full operation; and, so far as present appearances go, there is reason 
to hope for a continuance of the orders which have been received for the 
last few weeks. ‘The Hardware Trades are, as a whole, quiet, the foreign 
orders being small, and the home orders below the average. At present, 
however, the manufacturers are fairly employed, a considerable accumu- 
lation of orders having taken place during last year. In some branches, 
however, there is a degree of slackness, but as a rule the men are tolerably 
well employed. The strike inthe Chain Trade is at length over, the men 
having gone in after a very long struggle. In North Staffordshire the 
ironworks are now, with two exceptions, in full ration, and at these 
nearly all the puddling furnaces are at work. ' 

The t event of the week is the Conference of the National Associa- 
tion of Miners at Tipton. The attendance was small, but the 17 delegates 

nt stated that they represented from 60,000 to 100,000 miners. Mr. 
cDonald, the President, at the first meeting, on Wednesday, stated the 
difficulties which had attended his getting Committees of the House of Commons nomi- 
nated on the Mines Inspection Act, and the Law of Master and Servant, but he had at 
length succeeded, and was sanguine as to the result. One measure ineisted upon by the 
delegates is that sub-inspectors shall be appointed to carry out Mines Inspection Acts ; 
and @ speaker (Mr. Pickard) said, with much force, that the twelve gentlemen at pre- 
sent employed for the inspection of the coal mines of England, Scotiand, and Wales were 
sufficient only to run after, but not to go before accidents. The Lancashire men wished 
that sub-inspectors should be appointed to assist the Inspectors, who should be men pos- 
sessing practical combined with scientific knowledge—men who had worked in the 
mines themselves. Then they considered that the general rules were too much one- 
sided, especially inasmuch as whilst a workman who offended was punished by impri- 
sonment the employer could be reached only by a civil action, Next, they were op- 
posed to the practice of coal being measured instead of being weighed. On this sub- 
ject the Lancashire miners felt very strongly, and would never rest satisfied until it 
became & law that no coal should be measured, but all weighed. He said that in many 
cases great injustice resulted from improp ment of coals, and ail tubs deficient 
were forfeited, s0 far as payment to the miner went. If it cost the Lancashire miners 
thousands of pounds to remove this Injustice they would spend the money. 

With regard to this proposal the miners have much justice on their side. It certainly 
appears fair that they should have the means of ascertaining whether their work is fairly 
estimated or not, and the masters are unwise to resist such arequirement, The question 
is whether legislative interference is necessary for the purpose? The men have the 
power of uniting for the purpose of resisting a reduction of wages, or of insisting on an 
advance, and they might surely effect so reasonable a desire as to have the means of check- 
ing the value of thelr product at their own cost. The habit of flying to the Legislature 
is to be avoided, and people should always try to effect their object by mutual arrange- 
ment before asking the State to interfere. Another point insisted upon, was that wo- 
men cease to work on pit banks, which is a desirable result, and mighf, no doubt, be 
effected without any serloussacrifice. At thesame time, it is better for en to work 
ata pit bank than to give way to prostitution, and, unhappily, the aventes of employ - 
ment for them are not over numerous, 

Lord 8t. I ds’ bill for blishing Courts of Arbitration was noticed by the Pre- 
cldent, who said that, whilst he could not regard it as all that could be desired, yet he 
thought it was astepin the right direction. Several speakers concurred in tbis view, 
and others said the bill was under consideratjon, It was ultimately resolved that copies 
of the bill should be furnished toall districts, and the council desire to discuss it at their 
next meeting.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


June 1,—The Iron Trade presents no marked feature of change since 
last week’s report. The makers of this district continue well supplied 
with specifications, and the tendency of the market is to increased firmness. 
Indian accounts are rather discouraging, but none of the failures that have 
taken place have, it appears, affected the iron trade to any material ex- 
tent, Last month’s shipments are expected to bear favourable comparison 
with the previous months of the year. From America there is nothing 
new to report, excepting that the confidence evinced as to a large demand 
from that country before long has not in the least abated. The home en- 
quiry continues good, Quotations for tin-plates are maintained, and cokes 
are selling freely at the current prices, There is a moderate export de- 
mand for Steam Coal, and, as compared with a fortnight ago, buyers are 
giving out orders more freely. Considerable purchases are being made 
by home buyers. House qualities remain without change; coke and patent 
fuel are in fair request. 

The House of Commons Select Committee have declared the preamble 
of both the Great Western and South Wales Direct and the Severn Janc- 
tion Railway schemes proved; and in the case of the former the Committee 
suggested that the promoters should next session bring in a bill for a branch to the Mid- 
land Rallway at Malmesbury. The practical effect of this decision is that if the two 
projects are carried out, and there is no reason to think otherwise, the Midland and the 
Great Western will compete for the carrying of South Wales and Forest coals to the 
London and West of England markets. At present the average freight from the South 
Wales ports to Southampton is about 7s. per ton, and the shipping expenses may be put 
down at another ls, per ton.
